Most everyone is familiar with wooden nickels which are commonly used for advertising or even for mer¬ 
chant scrip. There are at least tens of thousands of different varieties and multiple shapes and sizes that 
have been manufactured over the decades. But did you know where wooden nickels or wooden money 
originated, and when it was first used? 

Wooden currency saw its first use in a small Washington town named Tenino. I first became acquainted 
with Tenino Washington during my honeymoon back in 1977 when my new wife and I visited her aunt and 
uncle who resided in Tenino. Tenino is located about 20 miles south of Olympia. It is a small town with a 
current population of 1,695 people. The story of the unusual name of Tenino comes from the local railroad 
lore as the naming of a railroad engine of T-9-0 or sometimes referred to a old Chinook Indian reference to 
the naming of a trail. If you ask a current resident, they will most likely refer to the railroad track or engine. 
Searching the internet there however is no clear and definitive answer. 

Tenino’s claim to fame began in 1931 during the depths of the depression when the only bank in town, The 
Citizens Bank, closed, cash was scarce, and the local town government came up with the idea of issuing 
scrip in the form of wooden money. This wooden currency did not in any way resemble the wooden nick¬ 
els of modem day but was printed on a very thin slice of wood usually spruce or cedar. Years ago I ob¬ 
tained an example for my collection and presently surviv¬ 
ing examples are quite scarce and one may have to look a 
bit to find one. Occasionally one shows up on EBay or 
some obscure dealers’ stock in the northwest. Due to the 
fragile nature of the thin piece of wood many have became 
damaged and may have broken pieces missing or tape 
holding the note together. There were eight issues printed 
between 1932 and 1933 totaling $10,308 face value. 

There was no nickel, or 5 cent denominations printed but

25 cent, 50 cent,$l, $5, and $10 denominations were utilized. Prior to the printing on wood several issues 
were printed on paper, including the higher denominations of $5 and $10. I have never seen or heard of wood¬ 
en denominations other than a 25 cent, 50 cent and $1. 
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By January of 1933 $6,500 had been printed but one of the most interesting facts is that virtually none of it ac¬ 
tually circulated and was redeemed by any merchants. The Tenino Chamber of Commerce reported that only 
$40 was ever redeemed and the bulk was presumed to have been saved and collected as souvenirs by the resi¬ 
dents. No individual denomination printed numbers are known but in regard to the depression in the early 
1930’s I doubt that many $5 or $10’s were printed and even more unlikely that this large denomination, paper 
or wood, would have been saved as a souvenir and not redeemed. 


Subsequent to the depression printing the city of Tenino has also issued several commemorative issues, in 
1957 for the Silver Anniversary of the original printing (1932-1957) an example was re-issued. Then again in 
2019 there was an issuance of $25 notes meant to be of assistance for local merchants due to the Covid virus 
outbreak. 


At times both Heritage and EBay have offered original examples ranging from about $40 to $100. They are 
interesting and historic. So now you know where wooden nickels originated from.

All other positions are by invitation of the President, who often will ask those filling 
those positions if they would like to remain performing them or assign new members to fill 
those positions. The majority of responsibilities for these positions are in the Bylaws which 
every member should have a copy of should they like to review them prior to the election.

be necessitated. 

Once the elections are finished the newly elected individuals will be sworn into their positions 
in the first meeting in January of 2021, and a transition meeting will be held the first week of 
January in all probability, unless one is able to take place in December. This meeting is tradi¬ 
tionally both for transitioning information concerning positions, as well as a yearly planning 
session.

1943 - lc Canada King George Cent 
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Description: Found among a random bank roll containing mostly pre-1980s Lincoln cents, this 
Canadian cent depicts a portrait of King George VI on the obverse and the iconic maple leaf reverse. 
King George VI was first featured on coinage in 1937 and his profile was used until his death in 1952. 

Identifying Marks: King George VI obverse, Canadian maple leaf reverse, 1943 mint mark. 
"Georgius VI D[ei] G[ratis] Rex Et Ind[ia] Imp[erator]" (By the Grace of God, the King, and Emperor 
of India"); copper-zinc composition.

1967 - lc Canada Queen Elizabeth II Centennial Cent 



Description: This commemorative cent was encountered while I was searching rolls of regular Lincoln 
cents. To mark the centennial, the Canadian mint commissioned a reverse depicting a rock dove rather 
than the usual Canadian maple leaf design. 1967 was the only year that Canada made such a change. 
While holding little value over face, it's important to note that Canada has been phasing their one-cent 
piece out for almost a decade, so circulating centennial cents may be harder to encounter in the "wild." 

Identifying Marks: Queen Elizabeth II obverse, rock dove reverse, 1967 mint mark. "Elizabeth II 
D[ei] G[ratis] Regina" motto ("By the Grace of God, Queen"); copper-zinc composition.

1980 - 50 Groschen Austria Half-Schilling 



Description: Avery unlikely modem stowaway coins I encountered while coin roll hunting, this 50 
Groschen coin was a surprise, and I admittedly had to look up the devices to identify it. This Austrian 
equivalent of a half-dollar coin is approximately the size of a Lincoln cent, hence it's sneaky 
appearance in the roll. In 2002 the half-schilling was discontinued with the adoption of the Euro. The 
gentian flower on the reverse grows in the Alps and now appears on Austria's 0.01 euro coin. 

Identifying Marks: Austrian shield and "Republik Osterreich" state title obverse, "50 Groschen" 
reverse featuring a gentian flower, 1980 mint mark; aluminum-bronze composition.
